“The loss which America suf­ 
fered through the death of F rank­ 
lin D. Roosevelt cannot be softened 
by the spoken word,” the Presi­ 
dent said. “Tributes can only em ­ 
phasize our loss. 
But those of us 
who have survived in the seat of 
government can pay homage to 
his memory by our deeds.”

Scientists wo uld no t care to travel o n 
the initial trial o f this ro cket but it 
co uld ea.'iily be equipped with auto ­ 
matic still and mo tio n picture cameras 
and all so rts o i scientific reco rding ap­ 
paratus—therm o m el^s and the like. It 


might even be equipped with a dragnet 
o r .sccxip to bring back a sample scraping 
o f the mo o n’s surface. 
(2) Eventually ro ckct.s may beco m‘=‘ 
space ships, canyLng pas.engers to the 
distant planet.s. This will be a far mo re 
difficult jo b than sending a ro cket to 
the mo o n, fo r while the m'-o n is 240,000 
miles away, the dist nee to the planets 
is measured in millio n'- o f miles. The 
planet nearest the un is Mcrcurv. Then 
co mes Venus, then o ur o wn earth. ?dars 
IS next, then Jupiter, Saturn, and the 
o thers. The first space ships wo uld set 
o ut fo r o ur neare t neighbo rs, Vcnur 


and Mars. 
(3) 
When 
radar-co ntco lled 
ro cket 
ships 
begin 
traveling 
to Mars 
and 
Venus, the passengers will be in fo r 
so me surprises, to say the least. Imag­ 
ine, fo r example, that yo u are in a 
space ship o r ro cket 10,000,000 miles 
o ut fro m the earth, bo und fo r the planet 
Mars. Yo u are making the jo urney at 
a time when the two planets are clo sest 
to each o ther, and so yo u still have 
26,000,000 miles to go . 
Yo u wo uld, 
therefo re, be o utside o f the earih'.s 
gravitatio nal field and no t yet within 
the gravitatio nal field o f Mars. 


(4) As a matter o f fact, ‘‘up’I and 
“do wn” are witho ut meaning in the 
ro cket. If a passenger wishes to recline 
at ease o n the ceiling, he is perfectly 
co mfo rtable in what seems to yo u, sit­ 
ting at the table, an upside-do wn po si­ 
tio n. Since there is no terrestial gravity 
to be co unteracted, he has no feeling 
o f being upside-do wn. But if the ro cket 
changes its speed o r directio n, these 
changes wo uld give all the effect o f a 
fo rce o f gravity fo r the mo ment.
